Price Commission is moving 
toward setting guidelines for 
ri'S'dential rent and health 
costs, which have been in 
economic limbo since the freeze 
ended four weeks ago. 


A commission spokesman said 


Chairman C. Jackson Grayson 
Jr. put the two items on the 
agenda for the panel's regular 
weekly meeting today and 
Tuesday, although still awaiting 
recommendations 
from two 


advisory panels.

SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 


ghosts of sessions past rattled 
through the halls and hearing 
rooms of the 1971 legislature, but 
this time some of them came to 
life. 


The ghosts are the perennials 


— the bills introduced and 
defeated year after year. They 
usually are killed in the first or 
second committee hearing, or 
sometimes simply die for lack of 
any hearing at all. 


But this year four of the 


perennials 
passed 
the 


legislature, and two of them — 
payroll withholding of state 
income taxes and the renaming 
of 
the state colleges 
as 


universities — have been signed 
into law. 


A couple more came to floor 


votes before dying, but most of 
the measures died, as usual, in 


their first committee. 


The 
final 
enactment of 


withholding and the state 
universities bills is seen as 
justification 
for 
other 


lawmakers to continue the time- 
consuming and usually futile 
practice of reintroducing their 
pet bills. 


Some lawmakers, such as 


Democratic 
Assemblyman 


Willie Brown of San Francisco, 
see the process as one of at- 
trition. Brown conceded early 
this year that he had no chance 
this session to pass his so-called 
"consenting adults" bill to 
legalize all sex acts in private 
between adults. 


But he predicted that his bill 


— which never got out of 
committee the past five years — 
would be debated on the 
Assembly floor for the first time 
this year and would be law 


within five years. His forecast 
came true this year. 


Some of the other perennials 


did better than even their 
authors 
expected 
Assem- 


blyman John Burton's bill to 
outlaw war toys — a victim of 
the first committee to hear it 
each of the past five years — is 
on Gov. Reagan's desk, although 
not yet signed. 


The plan to give California an 


Oregon-style 
presidential 


primary is also on Reagan's 
desk. He vetoed it last year, but 
this time the proposal is also 
approved by the legislature for a 
public vote on the June 1972 
ballot. 


Burton's rent control measure 


passed two committees this year 
but died on the Assembly floor. 
So did the annual move to 
abolish the death penalty.

Many boys learn how to meet 
and date girls with only a 
minimum of discomfort and 
awkwardness. Once they reach 
the age when the company of 
girls seems desirable most of 
them survive the difficult first 
stages of dating and discover 
that girls can be pretty won­ 
derful. 
For a surprising number of 
boys, however, it does not work 
out that way. Even though they 
live in the midst of plenty of girls 
they never get to l^now them as 
girl friends — and this, of 
course, is the cause of much 
unhappiness. Many of them 
write to me through the column 
asking for suggestions to help 
solve their problem. 
A review of these letters 
reveals several more or less 
standard reasons which boys 
give as the cause of their no-girl­ 
friend difficulties. Some boys 
say it is because they are not 
good looking, lack good clothes 
or have no automobile to drive. 
Others say they freeze up in the 
presence of attractive girls and 
just can’t talk to them. And still 
others complain the girls they 
like are excellent at dancing, 
swimming, skating or some 
similar special talent and the 
boys have not learned any of 
these things — which leaves 
them as outsiders, with no way 
to get “in.” 
None of these common, every 
day difficulties need to be huge 
problems nor do they need to be 
permanent. A boy who is not 
good looking, for example, is not 
doomed to a life of no-girl 
bachelorhood because many 
girls, even pretty ones, are often 
attracted to boys who are by no 
means handsome. They say they 
often find the plainer looking 
boys better companions; less 
apt to be spoiled and conceited, 
more attentive and considerate 
as dating escorts. Successful 
dating for the plain-looking boy 
is a matter of meeting enough 
girls to locate the ones who 


prefer his type. 
Boys who lack good clothing 
or money for dating must be 
somewhat limited in their boy- 
girl activities, but these dif­ 
ficulties should not last very 
long. By the time a boy reaches 
regular dating age, 15, 16, or 17, 
he is old enough to find part time 
work and help to solve his 
financial 
problems. 
No 
automobile? Double-dating with 
someone who has a car (sharing 
expenses) is better than no 
dating at all. 
Shyness as a drawback to 
dating can be overcome, too — 
enough so a boy can make and 
keep girl friends if he really 
wants to. The secret is for the 
shy boy to force hirnself to get 
out and mix with others of his 
age.They won’t come looking for 
him. He must voluntarily join in 
some group activities and in this 
way let it be known that he 
wants to mix and have friends. 
This approach to the problem is 
the best and, perhaps, the only 
cure for shyness. 
In a similar way, a boy must 
make the personal effort to 
overcome a lack of special 
talents such as the inability to 
dance, skate or swim. If he 
wants to be accepted by the 
crowd who enjoys some of these 
things, he will simply have to 
make an effort to learn. 
The following real-life case 
describes yet another reason 
some boys have difficulties 
finding girl friends, as written 
by 16-year-old Nick: 
Dear Mrs. Ricker: 
I have a problem, it’s girls. 
When I see some girl I would like 
to know and ask for a date, I 
don’t know what to do. You can’t 
just walk up to a girl and in­ 
troduce yourself and expect a 
girl to like you right away. 
You can’t tell her she ought to 
date you because you know how 
to treat a girl right, that you 
never use foul language or give 
a girl any trouble. Almost every 
day I see some girls who look 


great and would be nice to date 
but what do I do — nothing! Can 
you tell me how to make dates 
with these girls? 
Boys who think like Nick, and 
there are many of them, 
mistakenly believe the boy- 
meets-girl process is just a 
matter of the boy pointing his 
finger at someone and saying, “I 
want to date you!” It simply 
isn’t done this way, not with nice 
girls. 
A normal dating relationship 
usually develops by gradual, 
easy, non-personal stages. The 
couple meets a number of times 
at group gatherings, at school, 
church or elsewhere. In brief 
contacts at the beginning they 
talk about impersonal things. 
But before long it will become 
obvious 
whether both 
are 
anxious to develop a closer 
acquaintance. Any alert boy or 
girl can take it from there. 
A boy is up against tremen­ 
dous odds when he pins all of his 
hopes for dating on the selection 
of one girl and expects her to 
react warmly just because he 
wants her to. She may be one 
who is not interested in boys at 
all at the moment. She may be 
going steady and not available. 
Or she may be disinterested 
because she dislikes the style of 
a boy’s haircut or because he is 
too tall, too short — or too 
almost anything. 
Instead of fighting odds like 
these a boy can do much better if 
he does not try to pick out some 
individual girl in the beginning. 
He should make it a point to 
know a number of girls and, 
what’s more important, let them 
come to know him in some 
impersonal way such as in teen- 
group activities. In almost any 
mixed group which gathers 
frequently, the “likes” and 
“dislikes” 
gradually 
sort 
themselves out as if by magic 
and before anyone realizes just 
how it happened, boys and girls 
are enjoying the company of the 
one with whom they get along 
most happily.

A 35th anniversary of significance to California, and the San 


Francisco Bay Area in particular, has come and gone with prac- 
tically no fanfare - in great contrast to the excitement engendered 
by the event it observed. 


In mid November of 1936 the famous San Francisco-Oakland 


Bay Bridge was opened. The biggest steel bridge in the world - 
then and now — and considered one of the engineering wonders of 
the modern world by the American Society of Civil Engineers, it 
has be-ouie also the world's third busiest toll bridge, surpassed 
only by New York City's George Washington and Triborough spans. 


The official signal for the .opening ceremonies to begin came 


when President Franklin Roosevelt pressed a telegraph key in he 
White House. California's Governor Frank E. Merriam headed the 
official party of governmental and civic notables at the celebrat.on 
and extravagant superlatives were the order of the oratorical day. 


The superlatives, however, have proved to be not at all ex- 


travagant ^oday the Bay Bridge handles some 170,000 vehicles 
every 24 hours. Its original cost of nearly $80 million was paid off by 
^bridge's comparatively modest tolls in 1955. Since then those 
tolls have been used for such other purposes as $40 million in Bay 
Sdge reconstruction, $70 million for the new San Mateo-Hayward 
Bridge and some $100 million toward costs of the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit District (BART) vehicular tube under the Bay. 


The Bay span has long since proved that bridges DO work. It is

WASHINGTON — Medical 


care expenditures in the U. S. 
now stand at an annual rate of 
some $70 billion per year. This 
enormous cost for health and 
health care represents about 
seven per cent of the Gross 
National Product and is the 
largest commitment to health 
made by any country in the 
world. 
To combat this, national 


health insurance legislation has 
been introduced and is presently 
being studied by the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 


The committee has 13-bilis 


under 
consideration, 
and 


because of this quantity, no one 
knows what form the committee 
will finally hammer 
out — 


sometime after the first of 
January. 
Regardless of the polished 


draft to be presented, legislators 
are expressing a reluctance to 
have themselves ramrodded 
into passing an> bill which even 
remotely 
parallels 
the 


inadequacies of medicare. 


They want an all-inclusive 


bill, which will not only provide 
the utmost in medical care, but 
will also put effective brakes on 
rising costs. In this light, most 


agree only four of the measures 
before the committee deserve 
detailed analysis. 


The first plan, proposed by 


President Nixon, is the National 
Health Partnership Act. The 
plan is estimated to cost about $7 
billion annually. It subsidizes 
health insurance premiums and 
provides for lower copayments 
and deductibles for low-income 
families. 
Because 
NHIP 
provides 


mt-dical benefits at lower costs 
for people out of work, some 
solons wonder if too much 
emphasis is placed on welfare 
similarities. 


While, in essence, this is 


probably the most practical 
solution, it is argued that NHIP 
would be a work disincentive, 
encouraging welfare recipients 
to stay on welfare. 


If that argument seems 


caiious, it should be remem- 
bered the same taxpayers who 
now support welfare, will also 
have to shoulder the extra 
burden of national health in- 
surance, under NHIP. 


The second plan, proposed by 


Sen. Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 
is to provide a national system 
of compulsory health insurance.

A third plan, supported by the 


American Medical Association 
(AMA), proposes hospitalization 
subject to $50 deductible. With 
other services to be dependent 
on income deductions of in- 
dividuals. It is to be financed 
from general revenue for those 
with no tax liability. Tax credits 
will apply for others. Estimated 
cost is $14.5 billion, annually. 
The AMA plan is adequate in 
providing incentives for par- 


ticipants to choose the best 
health plan available. However, 
no change is recommended for 
reimbursements to hospitals 
and doctors. Both will continue 
to receive payments on the basis 
of set charges.

of the plans. It is a glaring fault 
which should be rectified before 
any final measure is accepted. 


The fourth bill is from the 


Health Insurance Association of 
America. It is a comprehensive 
plan to provide state coverage 
for the poor, near-poor and the 
uninsurable. Private insurance 
voluntarily will cover the rest.

Judge after 
judge turned down Smith's 
appeals, based on alleged 
irregularities in the procedures 
that brought him to trial.

For a while, admiring though 


he was of his exhaustively loyal 
and able lawyers, Smith con- 
sidered appearing as counsel in 
his own behalf, pleading for bail. 
He asked my opinion and I gave 
it. He replied, "I was pleased to 
receive your letter about acting 
as counsel and arguing the bail 
myself. What costume would 
you suggest? My regular prison 


clothes? That would add a nice 
touch, especially the faded, blue 
denim work shirt with my 
number stencilled across the 
back. 'May it please my Lords 
and Ladies. . . ?' That's what I 
like about you,BiU—you're one 
of the few people I know who is 
smart enough to take me 
seriously." 


But then the realities began to 


crowd in. Another trial. Before 
there could be a trial, there 
would have to be 
pre-trial 


motions. Was the indictment 
proper? Shouldn't they apply for 
a change in venue? Couldn't the 
state re-introduce the excluded 
statement — wrested 
from 


Smith, in the opinion of the 
federal courts, by the gray- 
flannel suit equivalent of the 
third degree — by introducing 
into evidence his book wherein 
he gave the contents of that 
statement? Did he really want to 
identify and call in as a witness 
his former wife, now happily 
remarried and living in a 
community where no one knows 
that she was once Mrs. Edgar 
Smith? 
And his 
daughter, 


months old at the time of the 
crime, who is unaware that her 
stepfather 
isn't actually her 


father? Who would raise the 
money for all of this? What if the 
jury proceeded to find the cir- 
cumstantial case against him 
convincing, and convicted him 
of murder in the second degree? 
Was he prepared to run the risk, 
after all that effort, of another 
four years in solitary con- 
finement? 


Oct. 31. "I do not like this 


deal," he wrote. "I think it is 
about as bad a deal as we could 
have made, but I do not see that 
I have any choice unless I want 
to sit in this place. . . I have no 
doubt that I will always regret 
the decision to quit, but I also 
see that I have no choice. We 


will talk about it some day. P. S. 
Do me a favor. Don't plan any 
celebrations for me. I am not 
going to be in a celebrating 
mood after this, and I would 
rather get away by myself for a 
while." 
To live is to temporize. Smith 


mused over a year ago that 
everyone who thought him 
guilty would continue to think 
him guilty irrespective of how a 
jury at a new trial decided. And 
that everyone who thought him 
innocent, would continue to 
think him innocent, irrespective 
of how another jury ruled. Why a 
new trial, in that event? Pride. 


A court of law is many things 


besides 
a 
truth-finding 


mechanism. It is a chamber in 
which subtle social and in- 
stitutional conciliations are 
effected. The wounded pride of 
the State of New Jersey had to 
be healed, after the humiliation 
it suffered from the federal 
courts. How to do that? — except 
by insisting that however illegal 
the means 
by which 
the 


evidence was collected, in fact 
they had got the right man? 
Edgar Smith's claim to liberty 
had crystallized undeniably 
from his protracted struggle, at 
the low point of which he had left 
only a doting, proud mother, and 
a fine,unhoned mind which 
became, after his dark night, a 
file by which, working at high 
sweat, he finally sawed through 
the bars that kept him caged in 
an 8-by-8 cell from the time that 
Dwight Eisenhower began his 
second term of office. 


Well, he may not be in a mood 


for celebration. But I cannot 
believe that his struggle will be 
uncelebrated in the annals of the 
human spirit. And it is always 
possible that the man who really 
did it will one day 
identify 


himself. Meanwhile, Smith can 
stop fighting. The knock on his 
door won't be the executioner's.

But above all the ideals that 


fired him, he had a passion for 
peace. There was in his Quaker 
make-up 
a 
repugnance for 


violence, a faith that men could 
settle their differences without 
war. 


He attended the death of the 


League of Nations and the birth 
of the United Nations. For all his 
idealism, he foresaw the UN's 
inability 
to resolve 
all 
in- 


ternational conflicts. 


He was not surprised at the 


impasse over the Middle East, 
which developed before he died 
He would not be surprised at the 
UN's failure to stop the Indian- 
Pakistani war quickly. 


If he were alive, he would 


deplore those at the UN who 
have put procedural wrangling 
ahead of peace.

condemn Russia, China and the

for 
playing 
big-power 


politics 
with 
the 
lives 
of 


thousands of Indians, Bengalis, 
Punjabis and Biharis 


While men were dying on the 


battlefield, Russia obstructed 
any cease-fire resolution that 
called for the withdrawal of 
Indian forces. At the same time, 
the U.S. and China opposed a 
resolution that didn't call for a 
withdrawal. 


Least of all Drew would not 


spare our own leaders who have 
been less than candid in dealing 
with the Indian-Pakistani crisis.

‘Too Much Speed’ 
Cited Major Cause 
Cf Road Mishaps 


“Too much speed for con­ 
ditions” is the driving violation 
which causes more accidents 
than any other in California, 
Capt. 
Ruel 
Blohm 
of 
the 
California 
Highway 
Patrol’s 
Red Bluff office said. 
Rainy weather brings with it 
major 
changes 
in 
driving 
conditions, he said. Stopping 
distances on wet roads are 
three-to-five times as long as on 
dry roads. Following' distances 
between cars must be greatly 
increased and speed markedly 
reduced in order to maintain 
control of the vehicle in the rain, 
Blohm said. 
Too-rapid acceleration when 
starting or turning on wet roads 
may cause tires to lose traction, 
slip and skid. Such acceleration 
is “too fast for conditions,” he 
added. 
A less well-known wet weather 
phenomenon 
is 
tire 
hydro­ 
planing, when the tire fails 
to displace all the water between 
it and the road, and little or none 
of the normal tire “footprint” 
contacts the surface. In such a 
condition, 
the 
driver 
loses 
directional control completely. 
“Slow and easy is the only way 
to control your vehicle in wet 
weather,” Blohm said. “If you 
drive too fast, you lose traction 
on wet streets, and without 
traction you have no control.”

Soldiers Far From Battlefield 


Kern County Example 


WASHINGTON (AP)- Wars 


rage on in the minds of men who 
saw the slaughter, but Vietnam 
leaves another breed of soldier 
with memories equally grim: 
the messengers of death. 


Theirs are visions not of the 


fighting, but of the front porch. 
Not of comrades dying, but of 
women crying and children 
bewildered. Not 
of heroism 


under fire, but the anguish of a 
father deprived of his son. 


As laid down by the book, the 


task has been simple. The 
speech, rarely necessary, is 
short, if brutal: "It is my duty to 
inform you of the death in 
Vietnam of ..." 


"But you don't have to say it," 


recalls one former "notification 
officer." "They see you and they 
know." 
"You can't 
help but get 


emotionally 
involved," 
says 


another Army Chaplain Ralph 
Willers of nearby Ft. McNair. 


"It's led to any number of 


poignant, tragic, heroic, and at 
times 
disgusting displays," 


Willers, who has delivered the 
tidings on 34 occasions. "If you 
want to see the frailties of 
mankind, pull that kind of 
duty." 


Ask almost any man who has 


pulled it, and he will tell you it 
was the most torturous ex- 
perience of his soldiering life. 


"The thing that gets to you 


worst is that you look at these 
people and you can see your own 
mother and father in the same 
situation," says Army Maj. 
Eugene Fudge, who commaded 
a combat helicopter battalion in 
Vietnam. 


Chaplain Willers, a lieutenant- 


colonel who also is fully familiar 
with the sight of men dying on 
the battlefield, observes that 
"When you see a man killed, 
there is a total, utter finality to 
it. 


"But when you go to the 


family, 
it's 
much 
worse. 


Because 
you walk in 
and 


recognize tragedy is now just 
beginning for them." 


The military-wide system of 


personal notification is unique to 
the war in Indochina, although it 
since has been expanded to 
include domestic and other non- 
combat deaths as well.

And they say 
it may further inflame the 
disease 
in children 
already 


suffering arthritis. 


Dr. P.L. Ogra and Dr. J. 


Kenneth Herd said they have not 
pinpointed any precise cause- 
effect relationship between the 
needle-injected rubella vaccine 
and arthritis. But they said a 
year-old nasal spray vaccine 
used in France and England 
appears to be less dangerous 
and more effective. 


The two researchers from the 


children's hospital in Buffalo, 
N.Y., discussed their findings 
Friday at a meeting of the 
American Rheumatism 
Association, a branch of the 
Arthritis Foundation. 


"The possibility that Rubella 


virus may act as a triggering 
mechanism in some case of 
juvenile arthritis cannot be 
ruled out," Ogra said. 


In another report, Dr. Rodney 


Bluestone said he had been able 
to induce chronic arthritis in 
rabbits by injecting them with a 
virus called hepes simplex, an 
organism which causes cold 
sores. And Agra said they found 


in a study that 37 of 600 children 
receiving the rubella vaccine 
developed 
arthritis 
shortly 


afterwards. 
The 
youngsters 


suffered inflamed body joints 
for up to one year, they said. 


The doctors emphasized that 


these cases of arthritis were 
temporarily and less severe 
than the crippling type known as 
juvenile rheumatoid arthritis, 
which they said afflicts about 
250,000 Americans under age 16. 


At that, it wasn't until the war

"We've set up a system where 


farmers elect persons to police 


them, but no one is policing the 
policemen," he said. 


The farmer-elected 
ASCS 


committee hires a county ad- 
ministrator 
who 
passes 


judgment on whether a farmer 
qualifies for the myriad of farm 
subsidy programs. 


For instance, a grower is 


eligible for federal funds for 
"setting aside" land from 
cultivation of certain crops to 
prevent an over-abundance of 
that crop. The land set aside is 
supposed to be of equal quality 
to that kept in production. The 
county administrator 
decides 


whether a grower meets the 
test. 
USDA investigators 
have 


charged that many farmers in 


Kern 
County 
kept 
prime 


cropland in production and 
retired land unsuitable for 
crops. 
Nevertheless, 
they 


qualified for federal subsidies. 


Bellmon said he also had 


reports of Kern County growers 
planting short-term crops such 
as lettuce, onions or potatotes on 
land for which they were getting 
federal payments not to plant 
cotton. 
"In the USDA investigative 


memo they say the Kern County 
program had been so loosely 
administered that the general 
feeling of farmers seemed to be 
that these regulations had little 
importance — that many people 
felt that 'anything goes,' 
Bellmon said. 


Bellmon 
said

Herman Talmadge, IM»., « 
the Senate Agriculture Com 
mittee has promised the com 
rnittee will investigate the Kern 
County subsidy iW^JSj 
county has the second highest 
farm income in the nation.

Communist China Releases 
Two American Prisoners

HONG KONG < A P )- Com­ 
munist China today freed two 
Americans, a man held captive 
for 19 years and a 
woman 
captured on a yacht in 1968. The 
pair crossed into Hong Kong and 
left on a flight for the United 
States. 
The 
Peking 
government 
announced it had reduced the 
life 
sentence 
of 
another 
American and that 
a fourth 
American prisoner committed 
suicide more than two years 
ago. 
Richard Fecteau, 43. a civilian 
Army 
employe 
from 
Lynn, 
Mass., 
captured 
during 
the 
Korean war, and Mary Ann 
Harbert crossed the border m 
the early afternoon. A Royal Air 
Force helicopter flew them to 


Kai Tak airport, and there they 
boarded a U.S. military plane 
for 
the 
United 
States 
a 
spokesman for the Hong Kong 
government said. 
It was not known where the 
plane was taking them. 
Peking announced that the life 
sentence being served by John 
T. Downey, 41, of New Britain, 
Conn., had been commuted to 
five years starting from the date 
of commutation. That date was 
not announced, but presumably 
it was recent. 
The fourth American listed by 
Peking today was Gerald Ross 
McLaughlin. The New China 
News 
Agency 
said 
he 
was 
captured with 
Miss 
Harbert 
aboard 
a 
yacht 
in 
Chinese 
territorial waters north of Hong 
Kong on April 21, 1968. The 


Communist 
agency 
said 
he 
committed suicide on March 7, 
1969, while under inverstigation. 
Peking’s announcement was 
the first word of the capture of 
Miss Harbert and McLaughlin, 
and no information about them 
was available in Hong Kong. 
Two other Americans 
are 
known to be still imprisoned in 
China: Air Force Capt. Phillip 
E. Smith whose plane was shot 
down over the Gulf of Tonkin in 
September 1965, and Lt. Robert 
J. Flynn, a U.S. Navy pilot 
presumed 
shot 
down 
over 
China’s Kwangsi Province in 
August 1967. 
Navy Lt. Joseph Dunn, whose 
plane was shot down off China’s 
Hainan Island in February 1968, 
is listed as missing on the 
Chinese mainland.

Sarnoff. who died Sunday at 
the age of 80, was a broadcasting 
pioneer 
and 
hard-driving 
businessman who 
became a 
m ajor 
force 
behind 
the 
development of the electronic 
media, with all its profound 
effects on American life. 
He organized 
the National 
Broadcasting Co. and rose to 
head of the RAC Corp. When he 
retired in 1970, he left an empire 
which had a gross annual sales 
volume of more than $3 billion 
and turned out more than 12,000 
products. 
B ecause of his farsighted 
grasp 
of 
the 
practical 
possibilities 
of 
radio 
and 
television and communications 
satellites, he was a dominant 
figure in the electronic com­ 
munications industry for more 
than 50 years. 
Born 
in 
a 
small 
Russian 
village, Sarnoff came to this 
country as a boy in 1900. When 
his father died several years 


later, he took the m essenger’s 
job to support his m other and 
three brothers and sisters. 
Saving his money, he bought a 
telegraph 
instrum ent 
and 
learned the Morse code. He was 
hired by the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Instrum ent Co. 
of 
America. 
His first real step on the road 
to fame cam e on the night of 
April 14, 1912, when he was 
wireless operator at the Marconi 
station atop W anam aker’s Store 
in New York. 


It was 
that night the SS 
Titanic, en route to New York on 
her maiden voyage, struck an 
iceberg and sank with the loss of 
1,517 lives. 
Young Sarnoff picked up the 
staccato dots and dashes of the 
m essage 
from 
the 
B ritish 
steamship: 
‘‘Hit an iceberg. 
Sinking fast.” For the next 72 
hours, he told the world about 
the disaster, relayed names of 
the 700 survivors from a rescue 
ship and guided other rescue 
ships. 


The Titanic disaster served to 
focus worldwide attention on the 
vast potential of radio and the 
new medium advanced rapidly 
after that. So did Sarnoff. 
In 
1916 
he 
w rote 
a 
memorandum to his superiors 
proposing that a “ radio music 
box” could be developed 
to 
broadcast program s d irectly 
into the home.

By DOUG WILLIS 
SACRAMENTO (AP) — The 
ghosts of sessions past rattled 
through the halls and hearing 
rooms of the 1971 legislature, but 
this time some of them cam e to 
life. 
The ghosts are the perennials

usually are killed in the first or 
second com m ittee hearing, or 
som etim es simply die for lack of 
any hearing at all. 
But this year four of the 
p erennials 
p assed

legislature, and two of them — 
payroll

income taxes and the renaming 
of 
the 
sta te 
co lleg es 
as 
universities — have been signed 
into law. 
A couple more cam e to floor 
votes before dying, but most of 
the measures died, as usual, in 


their first committee.

is seen as 
justification 
for 
other 
lawmakers to continue the time- 
consuming and usually futile 
practice of reintroducing their 
pet bills.

A ssem blym an 
Willie Brown of San Francisco, 
see the process as one of at­ 
trition. Brown conceded early 
this year that he had no chance 
this session to pass his so-called

Dr. Joseph M. Wilentz, a Fort 
Lauderdale dermatologist, and 
Dr. Robert A. Berger of New 
York City, have published their 
findings on hippie malaise in a 
medical journal. 
Medical problems which have 
been rather uncommon in the 


past 
J00 years are plauging 
many hippies, the doctors said. 
In particular, they cited itching 
scalps and skin rash. 
Wilentz said some of the scalp 
trouble stem s from a belief that 
if you don’t wash your hair, you 
won’t go bald. 
“ I heard this over and over 
when we’d go down 
to the 
communes,” Wilentz said. 
After a year or so without 
washing their hair many hippies 
complain about an itching head. 
“It’s not the dirt but the it­ 
ching that’s bothering him,” 
Wilentz said. “So, he gets som e 
treatment 
and 
takes 
a 
hoi 
shower and the itching stops. 
“And then he goes right back 
to the way he lived before. Six 


months later w e’ll see him again 
with the sam e problem.” 
Another 
complaint—mostly 
from women—is a fiercely it­ 
ching rash affecting the belly 
button and stomach. 
Wilentz 
says the top of big belt buckles 
when worn with low slung pants 
rubs the midriff and results in a 
rash. 
Berger dubbed the 
condition “ hippie skin.” They 
said the condition is marked by 
lice, bed bug bites, patches of 
missing skin and caked dirt on 
the body.

Bridges Do Work

A 35th anniversary of significance to C alifornia, and the San 
Francisco Bay Area in particu lar, has com e and gone with p rac­ 
tically no fanfare — in g rea t contrast to the excitem ent engendered 
by the event it observed. 


In mid N ovem ber of 1936 the fam ous San Francisco-O akland 
Bay Bridge was opened. The biggest steel bridge in the w orld — 
then and now — and considered one of the engineering w onders of 
the m odern world by the A m erican Society of Civil Engineers, it 
has becom e also the w orld’s third busiest toll bridge, surpassed 
only by New York C ity’s G eorge W ashington and Triborough spans. 


The official signal for the opening cerem onies to begin cam e 
when President F ranklin Roosevelt pressed a telegraph key in the 
White House. C alifornia’s G overnor F ra n k E. M erriam headed the 
official party of governm ental and civic notables at the celebration 
and extravagant superlatives w ere the o rd er of the oratorical day. 


The superlatives, how ever, have proved to be not a t all ex­ 
travagant. Today the Bay B ridge handles som e 170,000 vehicles 
every 24 hours. Its original cost of nearly $80 million w as paid off by 
the bridge’s com paratively m odest tolls in 1955. Since then those 
tolls have been used for such other purposes as $40 million in Bay 
Bridge reconstruction, $70 m illion for the new San M ateo-Hayward 
Bridge, and som e $100 m illion tow ard costs of the Bay A rea Rapid 
Transit D istrict (BART) vehicular tube under the Bay. 


The Bay span has long since proved th at bridges DO work. It is 
som ew hat ironic that on this 35th an niversary of a g rea t con­ 
tribution to solution of the Bay A rea’s traffic problem s som e people 
are — in the face of v ast increases in traffic — fighting the proposal 
for another bridge, the m uch-needed Southern Crossing. 


Harsh Words For The Governor 


M ervyn Dym ally, the expressive and ebullient black Senator 
from Los Angeles, has declared Governor R eagan is “ operating in 
the stone age.” Those harsh words for the governor w ere oc­ 
casioned by his vetoing a bill to set up a statew ide public defender’s 
office to help poor persons appeal convictions. Dym ally sponsored 
the m easure. He said R eagan showed “ his backw ardness” by the 
veto. 


The governor, however, said the proposal w as “ contrary to 
progressive judicial action,” that indigent defendants should be 
represented on appeal by “ locally appointed counsel, perhaps the 
one who represented him a t trial.”

A third plan, supported by the 
A m erican M edical Association 
(AMA), proposes hospitalization 
subject to $50 deductible. With 
other services to be dependent 
on incom e deductions of in­ 
dividuals. It is to be financed 
from general revenue for those 
with no tax liability. Tax credits 
will apply for others. E stim ated 
cost is $14.5 billion, annually. 
The AMA plan is adequate in 
providing incentives for par­ 


ticipants to choose the best 
health plan available. However, 
no change is recom m ended for 
re im b u rse m e n ts to h o sp itals 
and doctors. Both will continue 
to receive paym ents on the basis 
of set charges. In short, no cost 
control. 
C ost 
co n tro l, 
developing 
better m ethods for utilization of

and 
future 
m edical 
facilities, is m issing from each 
of the plans. It is a glaring fault 
which should be rectified before 
any final m easure is accepted. 
The fourth bill is from the 
Health Insurance Association of 
A m erica. It is a com prehensive 
plan to provide state coverage 
for the poor, near-poor and the 
uninsurable. P riv ate insurance 
voluntarily will cover the rest. 


It is estim ated to cost $2.4 
billion in the first year. The 
apparent draw back to this plan 
is iiow effective can insurance 
be applied on a state-by-state 
basis? Also, it m ight become

On The Right 
Return From 14 Years In A Death Cell

THE RETURN OF 
EDGAR SMITH 
L ast Monday, a t H ackensack, 
New Jersey, at 6:45 p.m ., E dgar 
Sm ith w as released from prison 
as the A m erican title-holder: 
longest sojourn in a death cell in 
the history of the United States. 
In order to effect his release, he 
played out the role assigned to 
him m ost dutifully. “ Did you, on 
the night of M arch 4, 1957, pick 
up Victoria Zielinski?” “ Yes, 
sir.” “ Did you drive to the sand 
p it?” “ Yes, sir.” “ Did you kill 
Victoria Zielinski?” “ Yes, sir.” 
“ Did you kill her by yourself?” 
“ Yes, sir.” “ Was there anyone 
else present?” “ No, sir.” That 
w as Sm ith’s p art of the deal. 
The presiding judge, M orris 
Pashm an, then perform ed his 
p art of the bargain. Well, he told 
the crowded courtroom , now 
finally we have Sm ith’s own 
adm ission that he killed the girl. 
. .The case against Sm ith is 
“ devastating” . . . Everyone 
now believes him to be guilty. . . 
However, he has served m ore 
than 14 years in prison and his 
rehabilitation is im pressive. . . 
He w as 
w ritten 
two 
books, 
learned a great deal about the 
law, subm itted to a psychiatric 
exam ination. 
. 
. 
U nder 
the 
circum stances, . . . I sentence 
him to 25-30 years in prison, and 
I suspend the balance of the 
se n te n c e , and p la c e E d g a r 
Sm ith on probation. 
The State of New Jersey was 
well pleased with itself. 
In a way, it had a right to be. 
Sm ith had been convicted at a 
tim e when it w as unanimously 
believed that he killed the girl. 
B ut 
th e re 
w ere 
d o u b ters, 
stubborn doubters. Judge after 
ju d g e tu rn ed dow n S m ith ’s 
a p p e a ls, 
b ased 
on 
alleged 
irregularities in the procedures 
that brought him to trial. Every 
state court in New Jersey denied 


him, and twice he cam e within 
hours of execution. 
Then, finally, the Suprem e 
Court acted, a lower court heard 
the case, and the conviction was 
reversed. The State of New 
Jersey was given an ultim atum : 
either try Sm ith again w ithin 60 
days, or let him go free. In the 
ju b ilatio n felt th a t d ay by 
Sm ith’s friends and supporters, 
we did not know that the w orst 
agony was now program m ed. 


At first, he was resolute. He 
wrote on June 23, “ I told SFL 
(one of his law yers) th at my 
intentions at this tim e are to 
force the state to a new trial if 
Judge Gibbons’ ruling holds up. 
I know of nothing th a t m ight 
change my m ind.” 
When the courts denied him 
bail pending the new trial he 
egged on his lawyers. “ I w ant to 
know why we quit. I can take 
losing the bail; I cannot tolerate 
giving up, not trying, quitting.” 
And on August 24. “ I have said 
it before, and I resta te it here. It 
is m y desire to be retried as 
ordered by Judge Gibbons, and I 
fully expect this case to go to 
trial again. I do not expect to 
change this position except in 
the 
face 
of 
an 
exceedingly 
favorable offer from the other 
side, which I regard as highly 
unlikely. . . The longer I con­ 
tem plate standing up in court 
and pleading ‘G uilty’, the more 
unlikely it becom es that I will 
ever do it. If I w ere you, I would 
bet against it ever happening.” 


F or a while, adm iring though 
he was of his exhaustively loyal 
and able lawyers, Sm ith con­ 
sidered appearing as counsel in 
his own behalf, pleading for bail. 
He asked my opinion and I gave 
it. He replied, “ I w as pleased to 
receive your letter about acting 
as counsel and arguing the bail 
m yself. W hat costum e would 
you suggest? My regular prison 


clothes? T hat would add a nice 
touch, especially the faded, blue 
denim 
work 
shirt 
with 
my 
num ber stencilled across the 
back. ‘May it please m y Lords 
and Ladies. . . ? ’ T hat’s what I 
like about you,Bill—you’re one 
of the few people I know who is 
s m a rt enough 
to ta k e 
m e 
seriously.” 


But then the realities began to 
crowd in. Another trial. Before 
there could be a trial, there 
would 
have 
to 
be 
pre-trial 
motions. Was the indictm ent 
proper? Shouldn’t they apply for 
a change in venue? Couldn’t the 
state re-introduce the excluded 
s ta te m e n t — w re ste d from 
Sm ith, in the opinion of the 
federal courts, by the gray- 
flannel suit equivalent of the 
third degree — by introducing 
into evidence his book wherein 
he gave the contents of that 
statem ent? Did he really w ant to 
identify and call in as a witness 
his form er wife, now happily 
re m a rrie d an d living in a 
com m unity w here no one knows 
th at she was once Mrs. E dgar 
S m ith ? 
And 
his 
d a u g h te r, 
m onths old at the tim e of the 
crim e, who is unaw are that her 
stepfather isn’t actually 
her 
father? Who would raise the 
money for all of this? W hat if the 
jury proceeded to find the cir­ 
cum stantial case against him 
convincing, and convicted him 
of m urder in the second degree? 
W as he prepared to run the risk, 
after all that effort, of another 
four 
years 
in 
solitary 
con­ 
finem ent? 


Oct. 31. “ I do not like this 
d eal,” he w rote. “ I think it is 
about as bad a deal as we could 
have m ade, but I do not see that 
I have any choice unless I want 
to sit in this place. . . I have no 
doubt that I will alw ays regret 
the decision to quit, but I also 
see that I have no choice. We

effected. The wounded pride of 
the S tate of New Jersey had to 
be healed, after the hum iliation 
it suffered from the federal 
courts.

He would not be surprised at the 
UN’s failure to stop the Indian- 
P akistani w ar quickly. 
If he w ere alive, he would

condem n Russia, China and the 
U.S. 
for 
playing 
big-power 
politics 
with 
the 
lives

thousands of Indians, Bengalis, 
Punjabis and Biharis.

any cease-fire resolution that 
called for the w ithdraw al of 
Indian forces.

To Soldiers Far From Battlefields ‘S S t * !

WASHINGTION (A P)— Wars 
rage on in the minds of men who 
saw the slaughter, but Vietnam 
leaves another breed of soldier 
with memories equally grim: 
the messengers of death. 
Theirs are visions not of the 
fighting, but of the front porch. 
Not of comrades dying, but of 
women crying and 
children 
bewildered. 
Not 
of 
heroism 
under fire, but the anguish of a 
father deprived of his son. 
As laid down by the book, the 
task has been simple. 
The 
speech, 
rarely necessary, 
is 
short, if brutal: “It is my duty to 
inform you of the death in 
Vietnam of ...” 
“But you don’t have to say it,” 
recalls one former “notification 
officer.” “They see you and they 
know.” 
“You 
can’t 
help 
but get 
emotionally 
involved,” 
says 
another Army Chaplain Ralph 
Willers of nearby Ft. McNair. 


Its led to any number of 
poignant, tragic, heroic, and at 
times 
disgusting 
displays,” 
Willers, who has delivered the 
tidings on 34 occasions. “If you 
want to see the frailties of 
mankind, pull that kind of 
duty.” 
Ask almost any man who has 
pulled it, and he will tell you it 
was the most torturous ex­ 
perience of his soldiering life.

Researchers Advise 
Vaccine Replacement 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP)— 
Two medical researchers are 
recommending that the german 
measles vaccine 
most often 
given 
children 
be 
replaced 
because of evidence that it may 
lead 
to 
some 
youngsters 
developing 
mild, 
temporary 
cases of arthritis. And they say 
it may further inflame the 
disease 
in 
children 
already 
suffering arthritis. 
Dr. P.L. Ogra and Dr. J. 
Kenneth Herd said they have not 
pinpointed any precise cause- 
effect relationship between the 
needle-injected rubella vaccine 
and arthritis. But they said a 
year-old nasal spray vaccine 
used in France and England 
appears to be less dangerous 
and more effective. 
The two researchers from the 
children’s hospital in Buffalo, 
N.Y., discussed their findings 
Friday at a meeting of the 
American 
Rheumatism 
Association, a branch of the 
Arthritis Foundation. 
“The possibility that Rubella 
virus may act as a triggering 
mechanism in some case of 
juvenile 
arthritis 
cannot 
be 
ruled out,” Ogra said. 
In another report, Dr. Rodney 
Blues tone said he had been able 
to induce chronic arthritis in 
rabbits by injecting them with a 
virus called hepes simplex, an 
organism which causes cold 
sores. And Agra said they found 


in a study that 37 of 600 children 
receiving the rubella vaccine 
developed 
arthritis 
shortly 
afterwards. 
The 
youngsters 
suffered inflamed body joints 
for up to one year, they said. 
The doctors emphasized that 
these cases of arthritis were 
temporarily and less severe 
than the crippling type known as 
juvenile rheumatoid arthritis, 
which they said afflicts about 
250,000 Americans under age 16. 


But they said they also found 
that children suffering this more 
severe type of arthritis got 
worse after receiving the ger­ 
man measle inoculation. 
Why these findings are so they 
don’t know. They found no direct 
evidence that the virus is a 
direct cause of juvenile ar­ 
thritis. 
The findings by Bluestone, of 
the Wadsworth Veterans Ad­ 
ministration Hospital in Los 
Angeles, were of significance 
because previous experiments 
aimed 
at 
proving 
whether 
viruses are involved in creating 
arthritis 
have 
been 
largely 
unsuccessful. 
But 
Bluestone 
noted that the experiment in­ 
volved rabbits and did 
not 
necessarily apply to humans. 


Bluestone injected the herpes 
simplex virus into one of the 
rabbits’ knees and said he found 
the non-injected knees became 
infected tool.

Basic Flaw is Suspected 
in Farm Subsidies Law

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Henry Bellmon, R-Okla., says 
use of farm subsidies in Kern 
County, Calif., may indicate a 
basic flaw in the federal law:

“We’ve set up a system where 
farmers elect persons to police 


them, but no one is policing the 
policemen,” he said. 
The farm er-elected ASCS 
committee hires a county ad­ 
m inistrator 
who 
passes 
judgment on whether a farmer 
qualifies for the myriad of farm 
subsidy programs. 
For instance, a grower is 
eligible for federal funds for 
“ setting aside” land from 
cultivation of certain crops to 
prevent an over-abundance of 
that crop. The land set aside is 
supposed to be of equal quality 
to that kept in production. The 
county administrator decides 
whether a grower meets the 
test. 
USDA investigators have 
charged that many farmers in 


Kern 
County 
kept 
prime 
cropland in production and 
retired land unsuitable for 
crops. 
Nevertheless, 
they 
qualified for federal subsidies. 
Bellmon said he also had 
reports of Kern County growers 
planting short-term crops such 
as lettuce, onions or pota totes on 
land for which they were getting 
federal payments not to plant 
cotton. 
“ In the USDA investigative 
memo they say the Kern County 
program had been so loosely 
administered that the general 
feeling of farmers seemed to be 
that these regulations had little 
importance — that many people 
felt that ‘anything goes,’ 
” 
Bellmon said. 


Bellmon 
said 
Chairman 
Herman Talmadge, D-Ga., of 
the Senate Agriculture Com­ 
mittee has promised the com­ 
mittee will investigate the Kern 
County subsidy program. The 
county has the second highest 
farm income in the nation. 
Ironically, 
Bellmon 
said, 
ASCS Administrator 
Kenneth 
Frick initiated the first cross­ 
state checks of how the farm 
subsidy rules were being en­ 
forced. 
A team from New Mexico that 
went into Kern County found 
what it said 
were

The farm s involved 
included one owned by Frick 
and operated by a trust.

Program whereby five young 
men are sent from this area to a 
foreign country to study the 
economy and the

Many boys learn how to meet 


and date girls with only a 
minimum of discomfort and 
awkwardness. Once they reach 
the age when the company of 
girls seems desirable most of 
them survive the difficult first 
stages of dating and discover 
that girls can be pretty won- 
derful. 


For a surprising number of 


boys, however, it does not work 
out that way. Even though they 
live in the midst of plenty of girls 
they never get to l^now them as 
girl friends — and 
this, of 


course, is the cause of much 
unhappiness. Many of them 
write to me through the column 
asking for suggestions to help 
solve their problem. 


A -review of these letters 


reveals several more or less 
standard reasons which boys 
give as the cause of their no-girl- 
friend difficulties. Some boys 
say it is because they are not 
good looking, lack good clothes 
or have no automobile to drive. 
Others say they freeze up in the 
presence of attractive girls and 
just can't talk to them. And still 
others complain the girls they 
like are excellent at dancing, 
swimming, skating or some 
similar special talent and the 
boys have not learned any of 
these things — which leaves 
then, as outsiders, with no way 
to get "in." 


None of these common, every 


day difficulties need to be huge 
problems nor do they need to be 
permanent. A boy who is not 
good looking, for example, is not 
doomed to a life of no-girl 
bachelorhood 
because 
many 


girls, even pretty ones, are often 
attracted to boys who are by no 
means handsome. They say they 
often find the plainer looking 
boys better companions; less 
apt to be spoiled and conceited, 
more attentive and considerate 
as dating escorts. Successful 
dating for the plain-looking boy 
is a matter of meeting enough 
girls to locate the ones who 


prefer his type. 


Boys who lack good clothing 


or money for dating must be 
somewhat limited in their boy- 
girl activities, but these dif- 
ficulties should not last very 
long. By the time a boy reaches 
regular dating age, 15, 16, or 17, 
he is old enough to find part time 
work and help to solve his 
financial 
problems. 
No 


automobile? Double-dating with 
someone who has a car (sharing 
expenses) is better than no 
dating at all. 


Shyness as a drawback to 


dating can be overcome, too — 
enough so a boy can make and 
keep girl friends if he really 
wants to. The secret is for the 
shy boy to force himself to get 
out and mix with others of his 
age. 


They won't come looking for 


him. He must voluntarily join in 
some group activities and in this 
way let it be known that he 
wants to mix and have friends. 
This approach to the problem is 
the best and, perhaps, the only 
cure for shyness. 


In a similar way, a boy must 


make the personal effort to 
overcome a lack of special 
talents such as the inability to 
dance, skate or swim. If he 
wants to be accepted by the 
crowd who enjoys some of these 
things, he will simply have to 
make an effort to learn. 


The following real-life case 


describes yet another reason 
some 
boys have 
difficulties 


finding girl friends, as written 
by 16-year-old Nick: 


Dear Mrs. Ricker: 
I have a problem, it's girls. 


When I see some girl I would like 
to know and ask for a date, I 
don't know what to do. You can't 
just walk up to a girl and in- 
troduce yourself and expect a 
girl to like you right away. 


You can't tell her she ought to 


date you because you know how 
to treat a girl right, that you 
never use foul language or give 
a girl any trouble. Almost every 
day I see some girls who look 


but what do I do - nothing! Can 
you tell me how to make dates 
with these girls? 


Boys who think like Nick, and 


there 
are 
many 
of 
them, 


mistakenly believe the boy- 
meets-girl process is just a 
matter of the boy pointing his 
finger at someone and saying, "I 
want to date you!" It simply 
isn't done this way, not with nice 
girls. 


A normal dating relationship 


usually develops by gradual, 
easy, non-personal stages. The 
couple meets a number of times 
at group gatherings, at school, 
church or elsewhere. In brief 
contacts at the beginning they 
talk about impersonal things. 
But before long it will become 
obvious 
whether 
both 
are 


anxious to develop a closer 
acquaintance. Any alert boy or 
girl can take it from there. 


A boy is up against tremen- 


dous odds when he pins all of his 
hopes for dating on the selection 
of one girl and expects her to 
react warmly just because he 
wants her to. She may be one 
who is not interested in boys at 
all at the moment. She may be 
going steady and not available. 
Or she may be disinterested 
because she dislikes the style of 
a boy's haircut or because he is 
too tall, too short — or too 
almost anything. 


Instead of fighting odds like 


these a boy can do much better if 
he does not try to pick out some 
individual girl in the beginning. 
He should make it a point to 
know a number of girls and, 
what's more important, let them 
come to know him in some 
impersonal way such as in teen- 
group activities. In almost any 
mixed 
group which gathers 


frequently, 
the "likes" and 


"dislikes" 
gradually 
sort 


themselves out as if by magic 
and before anyone realizes just 
how it happened, boys and girls 
are enjoying the company of the 
one with whom they get along 
most happily-

government said. 


It was not known where the 


plane was taking them. 


Peking announced that the life 


sentence being served by John 
T. Downey, 41, of New Britain, 
Conn., had been commuted to 
five years starting from the date 
of commutation. That date was 
not announced, but presumably 
it wa? recent. 


The fourth American listed by 


Peking today was Gerald Ross 
McLaughlin. The New China

in Chinese 


territorial waters north of Hong 
Kong on April 21, 1968. The 


Communist agency 
said 
he 


committed suicide on March 7, 
1969, while under investigation. 


Peking's announcement was 


the first word of the capture of 
Miss Harbert and McLaughlin, 
and no information about them 
was available in Hong Kong. 


Two other Americans 
are 


known to be still imprisoned in 
China: Air Force Capt. Phillip 
E. Smith whose plane was shot 
down over the Gulf of Tonkin in 
September 1965, and Lt. Robert 
J. Flynn, a U.S. Navy pilot 
presumed 
shot 
down 
over 


China's Kwangsi Province in 
August 1967. 


Navy Lt. Joseph Dunn, whose 


plane was shot down off China's 
Hainan Island in February 1968, 
is listed as missing on the 
Chinese mainland. 


McGovern Says President Could 
End War With Stroke Of A Pen 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Sen. George McGovern said 
here today the president of the 
United States can end the war in 
Vietnam "with the stroke of a 
pen, and that is why I want to be 
president." 


The South Dakota Democrat 


told a luncheon audience of 
business and professional men 
and women at the Sheraton 
Palace Hotel he has 
been 


campaigning since last January 
"because it can make a dif- 
ference 
who 
is 
president; 


because who is president can 
make more difference than 
anything else." 


"I have witnessed, as a 


senator, the establishment of 
, 
deception as accepted political

strategy," he said. "I have seen 
leaders who find their principles 
in public opinion polls, and who 
build their political careers on 
prejudice 
and 
fear 
and by 


playing on the worst elements in 
the American character. 


"The president of the United 


States can restore respect for 
truth. 
He 
can 
renew 
this 


country's 
commitment 
to 


justice, and he can find the 
compassion and decency that 
also live in each American." 
The 
president 
also, 
said 


McGovern, 
could 
end 
the 


situation which sees "a hopeless 
and senseless competition in 
superflous arms" while people 
need houses, hospitals, schools 
and 
new 
transportation 


systems. 


"I have been outraged by the 


mental, physical and emotional 
destruction of millions of our 
people by poverty and hunger. 
And I have seen our proposals to 
end those appalling conditions 
fail 
because 
the 
executive 


branch cuts the funds," he said. 


"It has been among the youth 


of our country that many of our 
most persistent national ills 
have received the most relen- 
tless attention," he said, "that 
the search for peace has been 
nourished until it has grown into 
an 
overwhelming 
national 


demand."

NEW YORK (AP) — David 


Sarnoff was 15 when he went to 
apply for a job as a newspaper 
copy boy. He mistakenly turned 
into the office of the Commercial 
Cable Co., which hired him as a 
$5.50 a week messenger. 


That wrong turn marked his 


entry into the world of the 
electron. It changed his life and 
it indirectly influenced the lives 
of millions of others who were to 
be affected by the products of 
his vision. 


Sarnoff, who died Sunday at 


the age of 80, was a broadcasting 
pioneer 
and 
hard-driving 


businessman 
who became a 


major 
force 
behind 
the 


development of the electronic 
media, with all its profound 
effects on American life. 


He organized the National 


Broadcasting Co. and rose to 
head of the RAC Corp. When he 
retired in 1970, he left an empire 
which had a gross annual sales 
volume of more than $3 billion 
and turned out more than 12,000 
products. 


Because of his farsighted 


grasp 
of 
the 
practical 


possibilities 
of 
radio 
and 


television and communications 
satellites, he was a dominant 
figure in the electronic com- 
munications industry for more 
than 50 years. 


Born 
in a small 
Russian 


village, Sarnoff came to this 
country as a boy in 1900. When 
his father died several years 


later, he took the messenger's 
job to support his mother and 
three brothers and sisters. 


Saving his money, he bought a 


telegraph 
instrument 
and 


learned the Morse code. He was 
hired by the Marconi Wireless 
Telegraph Instrument Co. of 
America. 


His first real step on the road 


to fame came on the night of 
April 14, 1912, when he was 
wireless operator at the Marconi 
station atop Wanamaker's Store 
in New York. 


It was that night the SS 


Titanic, en route to New York on 
her maiden voyage, struck an 
iceberg and sank with the loss of 
1,517 lives. 


Young Sarnoff picked up the 


staccato dots and dashes of the 
message from 
the 
British 


steamship: "Hit an iceberg. 
Sinking fast." For the next 72 
hours, he told the world about 
the disaster, relayed names of 
the 700 survivors from a rescue 
ship and guided other rescue 
ships. 


The Titanic disaster served to 


focus worldwide attention on the 
vast potential of radio and the 
new medium advanced rapidly 
after that. So did Sarnoff. 


In 
1916 he 
wrote 
a 


memorandum to his superiors 
proposing that a "radio music 
box" could be developed to 
broadcast programs directly 
into the home.

significant single advance in the 
history of orthopedic surgery," 
said Dr. Roderick Turner, who 
has tried the process at two 
Boston hospitals and Merritt

Nixon's Version Of 
Balance Of Power 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon's administration's ver- 
sion of a Mideast military 
balance 
is an Israel 
strong 


enough to defend against an 
Arab attack into territory she 
now holds —but not mighty 
enough 
to strike deep 
into 


Egypt. 


The United States is com- 


mitted to preventing the balance 
of power from swinging against 
Israel. But just what constitutes 
a "balance" is usually in some 
disagreement. 


According to the U. S. esti- 
mate, Israel's army of some 
285,000 men is superior to 
Egypt's 400,000-man army and 
Jordan's 100,000-man force 
combined. The navies of the 
opposing sides are too small to 
make much difference either 


way. 


Air power is rated a key 


factor. 
On this, 
the 
U. S. 


analysts say more planes for 
Egypt would do her little good 
now because she lacks the pilots 
to fly them. 


They say Israel has enough 


planes for defense over the land 
she now holds, and that a larger 
Israeli air force might have the 
power to range through Egypt — 
and suffer unacceptably high 
losses. 


Israeli planes flying into 


Egypt would 
face missile 


defenses emplaced since the 
1967 war, and possibly Soviet as 
well as Egyptian planes. In 1967 
the Israelis were able to launch 
a pre-emptive strike, destroying 
much of Egypt's air force on the 
ground.
